Earth Believed 
4i Billion 
Years Old 


By ROBERT GOLDENStEIN 


CHICAGO Wi — Four "sc ent- 


ists using an atomic yardstick 
lo measure time have pushed 
'the origin of th« earth back to 
at least ^'2 billion years ago. 


This is the oldest 
date yet 


obtained by analyzing elements 
in tho solar system. 


However, there is evidence 


that for some two billion years 
of its existence, the earth's 
surface was no', solid as it is
